Designation  of  Mr.  Waugh  to  Handle  Cases  Involving 
■   State  Trade  Barriers  


Por  your  information,  Secretaries  Memorandum  No.  1028,  "Procedure  for 
Handling  Cases  involving  State  Trade  Barriers  \^ich  Impede  the  War  Effort", 
dated  August  6,  1942,  is  q.uoted  iDeloi^r: 

8At  the  OT.ggestion  of  Mr.  V/ajnie  C.  Taylor,  Acting  Secretary  of  Commerce, 
and  in  order  to  expedite  the  handling  of  all  situations  involving  State 
or  local  governmental  statutes,  regulations,  or  actions  which  impede 
the  war  effort,  I  request  that  the  following  procedure  be  established: 

It  All  commanications  received  involving  any  trade  bej-rier 
shall  be  forwarded  to  Mr.  Frederick  V.  Waugh,  AssistaJit 
Administrator,  Agricultural  I^arketing  Administration. 

2.  l^henever  instpjices  of  such  trade  barriers  arise  from 
telephone  conversations  or  from  conferences,  a  suita,ble 
nemor?^.d"uiii  stating  the  substance  of  the  matter  shall  be 
forv/ajrded  to  Mr.  Waugh. 

3.  Mr»  WoUgh,  in  cooperation  with  interested  Bureaus  ajid 
Offices  of  the  Depsj-tment,  will  handle  all  such  matters 
either  ^ath  the  Council  of  State  G-overnment,  with  the 
Federal  Committee  of  War  Agency  Representa.tives,  through 
its  Executive  Secretary,  Mr,  Paul  T.  Truitt,  or  direct 
with  the  State  officials  involved. 

4.  Decisions  or  arrajigement s  involving  or  affecting 
Departmental  policy  shall  be  cleared  in  advaJice  with 
the  Office  of  the  Secretary. 

5.  l^Ir.  Waugh  will  keep  the  Office  of  Agricultural  War 
Relations  informed  of  all  problems  coming  to  his  atten- 
tion and  the  results  secured,  and  similarly  inform  other 
Bureaus  and  Offices  concerning  instances  in  which  they 
are  interested. 


It  is  reqtiested  that  all  employees  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Adminis^ 
tration  whose  duties  and  functions  may  be  involved  in  the  above  procedure 
comply  fully  therev/ith.  ^^^^    ^  /
